The Board 
of Foreign Missions has twelve stations, 
and out stations in China, with thirty 
laborers. Seven Churches have been 
formed in China, consis-ing ef 350 
members. In Africa, there are some 
half dozen missionary stations in the 
interior, and 1,200 persons have been 
baptized. The mission in Italy is of 
recent origin, but very interesting ; 
five cr six Churches having been con- 
stituted there in about a year, one of 
them of sixty odd members, in the very 
city of Rome itself.

It has been alleged, that the fact of 
Dr. Huston leaving the city before the 
investigation of the charges is evidence 
of his guilt. It is but simple justice to 
say, that he demanded an immediate 
investigation, and insisted upon con- 
fronting his accuser 1n person. He was 
advised at once to leave Baltimore. 
His life was threatened, and under the 
apprehension of personal violence, he 
acted on this advice and left for Cin- 
cinnati. The enemies of Dr. eHuston 
have taken advantage of this circum 
stance, and his absence has been made 
the occasion of other infamous rumors, 
which, responsible gentlemen have 
assured us, are utterly false and malici- 
ous. 
A man. does not live, as Dr. Husten 
has lived, beloved and almost idolized 
by those who know him best, and go 
deliberately down into such depths of 
infamy. This would be as upreasona-— 
ble as that part of the statement in 
which he is said to have devised a plan 
for his own betrayal. 
The . disgusting details of the affair 
have been flashed all over the con- 
tinent. persions of his character, 
before he came to Baltimore, a writer in 
the Ameriean has given in one ef those 
plausible statements, compounded of 
injured innocence and feigned honesty. 
Whilst it had the effect to glut the 
appetite for such revolting discoveries, 
it has elicited from distant cities the 
most earnest sympathy for Dr. Huston.
